An Australian System of Real Estate 
Registry. 


Now that the Australian system of 
f ballot has justly become so popular and 
is being introduced into other states, 
attention is being directed here tua 
system of land registry adopted in that 
country which it would seem to us is a 
vast improvement over the present 
cumbersome and expensive system. 
There 18 ne good reason why we should 
not enjoy in common with other Eng- 
lish speaking people all the advantages 
conferred by this improved system. In 
these days of progress, steam and elec- 
tricity, when merchants do business by 
telegraph and_telephone, itis anach- 
ronism ‘to find the real estate business 
carried on in the antiquated style of 
our great-grandfathers. This proposed 
system will do away entirely with such 
makeshifts as title insurance, for no 
one who has: agovernment giaranty 
could; desire any other, The present 
delays and expense would never again 
be heard of. The present registry 
system is defective. The vast increase 
in the bulk of the records in the vari- 
ous registry of deeds is well known. 
The umber of volumes in_ Suffolk 
county alone has thrice doubled in. the 
memory of men now living. In the 
three counties of Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Middlesex there are now 4,500 volumes 
on the shelves. A system so cumber- 
some and unwieldy must of course 
- break down of itsown weight. It neces- 
sitates long and exhaustive searches of 
a mass of records which are constantly 
: becoming more and more. voluminous, 
the tedious: preparation of abstracts, 
disputes over titles, difficulties, delays, 
expenses and examinations ‘without 
end, : 

The Australian sysfem is not a regis- 
tration of deeds, but a registration of 
titles. ‘It avoids the accumulation of 
instruments with voluminous indexes, 
the fatal objection to other systems. 
An Australinn can if he chooses con- 
tinue to convey his land by deed. He 
has'the option. But it is for his inter- 
est to adopt the new method. The 

- Jandowner who wishes to take advan- 
tage of the act—and it may be repeated 
that it is entirely eptional with him— 
makes application to the registrar gen- 
eral and proves his title just as he 
would 'prove it 1n.a.court of law. If his 
title be satisfactory, there is. issued .to 
him a certificate setting forth the fact 
that he is seized in fee of that parcel 
of land.. From this time on the parcel 
cannot be conveyed by deed. It is 
‘“‘under the act,”’ as it is called. ‘This 
certificate is conclusive evidence of 
tile in any- court of law. 
tinal decree. It is not only a certificate 
of title, but a government warranty of 
title. A large insurance fund invested 
in government bonds has accumulated 
from the small fees paid in each case 
by the applicant. When the owner 
wishes to sell the land he returns his 
certificate to the registrar general; who 
issues another to the purchaser. 

As for mortgages, it is. not uncom- 
mon for an owner-to place a mortgago 
on a valuable estate in the space of an 
hour, at a total cost of only a few shil-

Koch’s Discovery. 


Though Prof. Koch of Berlin cannot 
be said to have discovered his method 
of curing consumption through.chance, 
as some Say°was the case with Jenner’s 
invention of vaccination of small pox, 
it is slill interesting to notice how much 
he was indebted to good fortune in the 
beginning of his investigations. Dr. 
Emmerich of Munich is the authority 
for the following anecdote: 

Prof, Koch noticed once that when a 
piece of cooked potato-is-exposedtothe 
air for a-couple of hours, and then 


placed in a damp atmosphere under a 


glass. cover—to prevent. drying—after 
several days a number of infinitesimal 
round white-specks or drops will ap- 
pear on it, each oné Apparently differ- 
ing from the other.” Microscopic in- 
vestigation shows that every one of 
these specks consists of a particular 
species of micro-organisms, which arise 
from seeds that have fallen on the po- 
tato from the air, and have here found 
a favorable ground for further genera- 
tion. 

Each seed by itself multiplies on the 
pafticular spot of the hard potato sub- 
stance on which it has happened to 


drop, without having the means of com- |, 


bining with others. Thus there can be 
nothing like inter-breeding, and there- 
fore pure cells, that is, each consisting 
of a number of identical bacteria be- 
longing to one isolated genus, must

By thie alone he has succeeded 
in making for himself a name in medi- 
cine, Now, if it prove true that he 
has discovered a safe and rational rem- 
edy against tuberculosis and incipient 
consumption, he has made himself an 
immortal name in history.— New York 
Times. 


RAISE YOUR OWN GRAPES, 


‘You Can Have a Thousand Clusters in 
Your Back Yard at Small Expense. 


There is no reason why any resident 
of this town who has a back yard, little 
or big, shouldn't have a thousand clus- 
ters of grapes for $1, said a well known 
viticulturist. In fact, a single square 
ya. 1 of soil in village or city can sup 
port a grapevine trained up against the 
house, on a post or a trellis along the 
fence, or any where '» the free, untaxed 
air and sunlight. 

There is ia Brooklyn an iliustration 
The yard in the rear has on the sides 
and back a plant and flower border 
two feet wide, inside of which is a three 
feet wide flagged walk and inside of 
this a grass plot about twelve feet wide 
and thirty-six feet tong, with a clothes 
line post at each corner, 

A trellis four bars high stands in the 
enter of each Of the uide—bondara and 
parallel with the fence, and across the 
yard, about half way from the house 
to the rear fence, is another. trellis 
twelve feet high, with nine crossbars 
upon four plain posts made of scant- 
ling, one at each side and two atthe 
corners of the grass plot, with arched 
openings over the sidewalks. Six grape 
_ vines, part Concord and part Isabella, 
were planted several years ago under 
the high trellis, and two in each side 
border, one near each end of the cross 
trellis, but_ back of it. and another ten 
feet farther‘back, 

The vines have been trained toward 
the rear along the top of the side trel 
lises and the fence to the back of 
the yard, and also over the upper part 
of the cross'treilis. The vines in front 
of the eross trellis on either side send 
their tendrils along the fence to the side 
of the piazza on the rear of the house 
and across the front of the piazza. 

On one of the vines 246 fine bunches 
of grapes were counted after a great 
many bunches had.been_ picked for ta: 
ble use. A row-of hanging clusters 
fringes the upper front of the piazza, 
while on the cross trellis and along the 
border trellises and fenée are bushels 
of grapes. There are not. less than 2,000 
clusters, and most of*them fine ones

There is one crop of early autumn 

that grows on trees which doesn’t vary 
much, and that is the katydid. Climat- 
fe influences are favorable to the 
growth of this fruit. It is a singular 
thing that on the same trees. where 
forty years ago, as little elms, these 
chanting insects lived, they now stay. 
They are never known to change from 
one tree fo’ another. There imay be 
several elms of equal size on one street, 
but two trees will most Ifkely hold all 
the katydids, and from the first chosen 
greenery they never budge. 

The same way, one yard will have its 
number, or one tree in a yard; the 
next person’s grounds, although just as 
cool and shaded, will have none. Those 
in the same trees or yards have good 
manners, never interrupting each other. 
but listening intently for their turn to 
express their belief as to whether Katy 
did or didn’t.

ISAAC B. SAWTELL FOUND GUILT? 
or MURDER, © 


Tuesday, Jan. 5, 1892, te “ine tite tek 
by Judge Doe for the Execution—Clos- 
ing Scenes of the Trial. 


_ Isaac B, Sawtell has been convicted of 
murder in the first degree in killing bis 
brother Hiram, and sentenced to be 
hanged on the first Tuesday in January, 

“ 1993, The jury brought. in its verdict at 
7:40 o’clock last evening, having deliber- 
ated « little less than two hours. 


ISAAC BAWTELL,

_ Dover, N..H., Dec, 26.—Isaac B, Sawtell 
spent his Christmas day in listening to 
the arguments of counsel before the jury 
who ate trying him for his life. The 
court came in at 9:08, and Mr. Edgerly at 
once began his argument for the prisoner. 
After speaking of the importance of the 
ease, he alluded to the rules of law neces- 
sary for them to understand, and applied 
his explanation of the evidence. The law, 
he said, never admits of an inference from 
aninference. Suspicions are not proof. 
If there is a reasonable »xplanation of any 
imnocense that circumstance cannot be 
considered. he 

The indictment, he said, contains two 
eonnta, one charging wilful murder. of his 
brother; the other that he hired, procured 
or induced some partyin the state of 
New Hampshire to go ioto Maine and 
commit the crime, The counsel claimed 
that the evidence failed to show con- 
elusively that Hiram Sawtell was in 
Rochester at the time the murder was 
committed—thut his identity hud not been 
fully established. 

Counsel touched very lightly upon the 
second.count of the indictment, denying 
that the fact had been established that 
Isaac had any accomplice in the crime. In 
concluding, Mr. Kdgerly again spoke of 
the importance of the case and besought 
the jury to search for the truth fearlessly 
and carefully, becanse it waa of the great. 
est importance, not only to the respond- 
ent, but to the community at large. 


The Goverument’s Side, 


The court took a recess till 2 o’clock, at 
which time Attorney General Barnard be- 
gan the argument forthe state. The de- 
fense, he said, dény that Hiram ever left 
Boston, that he ever arrived in Rochester, 
and that he was ever killed. The attorney 
general outlined the history of the trouble 
between Isaac and his brother over their 
father’s property, claiming that Isaac 
found that he had got to get Hiram out 
of the way or abandon all hope of yetting 
complete »ossession of the property. ‘he 
attoruey general then. sketched the move- 
ments of Isaac while in Rochester and 
claimed that the state’s testimony com- 
pleted a perfect chain of evidence against 
the prisoner. 

You must be satisfied of the prisoner’s 
guilt from the facts before you. Of’ most 
of these facts there can be no controuersy, 
Do Issaacc’s §character, his conduct and 
talk with his brother, his conduct after 
bis-brother’s. death, convince you beyond —| 
~-reasonable doubts; such-as-men-apply--to 
their own business, that Isaac got his 
brother by fraud and deception from :Bos- 
ton to Rochester, and at Rochester killed 


If they do, your course is to find a verdict 
as your judgment directs. Do your duty, 
and the puvlic and every law-abiding citi- 
zen will be satisfied. 

At 7:30 o’clock p. m. one of the deputy 


sheriffs went to Chief Justice Doe’s’ room | 
in the American house, and his passage | 


through the hall wus the signal for a rush 
of newspaper men to the court room. The 
court room was being lighted and a few 
figures could be seen in the gloom when 
the two judges took their seats on the 
bench. The jury filed in_at_7;30,one-hour- 
and tifty minutes after they left their 
seats, and the clerk called the roll, the 
sheriffmaking the count. 

‘The foreman_then-roseand,—in—answer 
to Judge Doe’s question, “Have you 
agreed upon a verdict?” said, “We have,” 

“What say you, gentlemen of the jury,” 
said Judge Doe, ‘as to: the ‘first count? 
Do you find thé prisoner guilty or not 
guilty 

“We find him guilty,” was tbe answer. 

“Of what degree of murder?” 

“Of murder in the first degree.” 

Attorney-General Barnard immediately 
moved for sentence. 

After a moment's consultation with 
Judge Bingham, Jadge Doe wrote the 
sentence and handed it to the clerk, who 
then read it, -as follows: 


“Isaac B, Sawtell, the sentence of the. 


law, you being fouad guilty of murder in 
the first degree, is that you be imprisoned 
in the state prisor, at Concord, until the 
fires Tuesday of Janaary, 1992, and that 
you then be hanged by the neck antil 
dead.” 

Judge Doe then asnounced that the 
prisoner would be remanded, and excused 
the jury from further duty this term.. In 
discharging the jury the chief. justice ad- 
dressed to them a few words’ of comméii- 
dation, in which he said: ‘‘So far as the 
eourt can say, you have given all the at 
tention to the case that’ men could give.”’

CAVALRY CAP? Aes AND MANY OF 
HIS SOLDIERS KILLED. 


White Troops Surprised by a Treacher- 
ous. Movement on the Part of the Red- 
skine—Many Savages Meet Death. 


OMAHA, Dec. 81.—The Bee’s correspond- 
ent at the camp on Wounded Knee Creek, 
telegraphs as follows concerning the big 
battle: 

In the morning, as soon as the ordinary 
military work of the early day was done, 
Maj. Whitesides aetermined upon dis- 
arming the Indians at once, and at6 
o’clock the camp of Big Foot was sur- 
rounded by the Seventh cavalry and 


ting in a half circle. Four Hotchkiss 
guns were placed upon a hill about 200 
yards distant. Every preparation was 
made, not especiaily to fight, but to show 
the Indians the futility of resistance. 
They seemed to recognize this fact, and 
when Maj. Whitesides ordered them to 
come up, twenty. at a time, and give up 
their arms, they came, but not with their 
gunsin sight.

ity of that method of procedure, Maj, 
Whitesides ordered a detachment of K 
and A troops on foot to enter the tepees 
and search them. 

This work had hardly been entered 
upon when the 120 desperate Indians 
turned upon the soldiers, who were gath- 
ered closely about the tepees, und imme- 
diateiy a storm of firing was poured upon 
the military. It was as though the order 
to search had been.a signal. ‘The latter, 
not anticipating any such action;had been 
gathered in very closely,and the first firing 
was terribly. disastrous tothem. The re- 
ply was immediate, however, and in an 
mstant it seemed that the draw in which 
the Indian camp was set was a sunken 
Vesuvius. The soldiers, maddened at the 
sight of their. falling comrades, hardly 
awaited the command, and in a moment 
the whole front was a sheet of fire, above 
which the smoke rolled, obscuring the 
central scene froin view. Through. this 
horrible’ curtain stnglé “Indiatis could “be 


“seen.at times flying before the fire,-but 


ofter the first discharge from the carbines 
of the troopers there were few of, them 
left. They fell on all sides like grain in 
the course ofa scythe. Indians and sol- 
diers lay together, and, 

_ Wounded, Fought on the Ground. 

Off through the draw toward the bluffs 
the few remaining warriors fled, turning 
occasionally ‘to fire, but now evidently 
caring more for escape than battle, Only 
the wounded Indiuns seemed possessed of 
the courage of devils. From the ground 
where they had fallen they continued to 
fire until their ammunition was gone or 
until they were killed by the soldiers, 
Both sides forgot everything except only 
the loading and discharging of guns, It 
was only in the early part of the affray 
that hand-to-hand fighting was seen. Car- 
bines were clubbed, sabres gleamed and 
war clubs circled in the air and came 
down like thunderbolts. 

But this was only for a short time, The 
Indians could not stund the storm from 
the soldiers. They had not hoped to. It 
was only a stroke of life before death. The 
remnant fled aud the battle. became a 
hunt, 

It was now that the artillery was cailed 
into requisition. Before, the fight was so 
close the guns could not be trained with- 
out danger to the soldiers. Now,with the 
Indians flying where they might, it was 
easier'to reach them. The Gatling and 
Hotchkiss guns were trained aud then be- 
gana heavy firing which lasted half an 
hour, with .frequent heavy volleys, of 
musketry and:cannon. It was a war of 
extermination now with the troopers. It 
was difficult to restrain the: troops. Tac- 
tics were almost abandoned, About the

The Ladies Improvement Association 
wishes herewith to announce to the pub- 
lic, that they have terminated- their spe- 
cial care to maintain a Public Reading 
Room with the close of the year 1890. 
.They took up the work as an experiment 
to provide for a need which was some- 
what loudly voiced at the time, and also 
to, provide a wholesome, attractive, and 
helpful resort for those of “our towns- 
people who would appreciate such a pro- 
vision and some of whom might, thereby, 
be kept from paths of temptation. We 
fool satisfied that we have conducted this 


-friends. 


experiment long enough for the citizens 
of the town to form a reliable judgment 
as to the importance of a Public Reading 
Room for our people. If we have accom- 
plished this, we feel that our work is 
done jin this direction; as, if the judg- 
ment reached is that a Reading Room is 
not a public necessity, it is certainly an 
expensive luxury, and. if the verdict be 
that a Public Reading Room should be 
maintained, it can far better be carried 
on permanently either by a more repre- 
sentative organization than ours, or by 
the town itself. When we entered upon 
our work, it was with no thought of car- 
rying it in our hands more than a single 
year. Weare convinced that the Read- 
ing Room might be made a most service- 
able public institution, and we hope it 
may be. We have been liberally and cor- 
dially sustained by the public in our en- 
deavor and we wish to return to them 
our hearty thanks, During \the three 


complete years of the maintenance of 


these rooms we have received in money 
directly from. the people $53P37, also in 
addition nearly all the literature with 
which the rooms have been- supplied, 
amounting , to upwards of $100 in value 
each year (our plan having been to so- 
licit the reading matter just as we did 
the money needful.) Our own Associa- 
tion has added to this contribution of 
the public in the: three yeays $243.67. 
This total of $775.44. expended for these 
rooms, has been used to pay rent and 
janitor’s services, also to provide certain 
fixtures and all general supplies, and to 
supply such literature as was not given 
by the people. To these items should 
be further added some specia] gifts in 
the fitting up of the rooms, of a generous 
amount. Our treasurer's books will 
show details, if any of our helpful friends 
are interested to inspect them. 

The average monthly aggregate of visits 
to these rvoms has been between five and 
six hundred—nearer the latter number. 
In bidding adieu to those whom we have 


had “occasion™to~address~so~ often upon | 


this enterprise in-which they were co-o0p- 
erating with us, we wish to say that 
should any movement be made to estab- 
lish a Public Reading Room, in which the 
fixtures and furnishing of the old rooms, 
or our help would be valued, we shall be 
glad to devote any or all.
